Edinburgh, Scotland, June 15.— A 


letter from 
Theodore Roosevelt ex- 


pressing sympathy with tlie movement 
and regret at his inability to be pres- 
ent was read, at today's session of the 
world missionary conference. 
The 


communication, which was addressed 
to Silas McBee, an American delegate, 
aroused much enthusiasm. 


The former president wrote: 
"London. May IB, 1910. 
My Dear 


Sir: 
It is. a matter of real and pro- 


found regret to me that I am impera- 
tively called away to America, so that 
t am unable to be present in person at 
the world missionary conference. 
I 


regret it the more as if I had been able 
to be present it would have been as a 
delegate from the Dutch Reformed 
church of America, to which I belong. 


"Nothing like your proposed con- 


ference has ever hitherto taken place. 
From many nations, and from many 
churches, your delegates gather oti this 
great occasion, to initiate a movement 
which I not only houej but believe 
will be fraught with far reaching good. 


'"For the first time in| our centuries 


Christians of every name come to- 
gether without renouncing their sev- 
eral convictions or 
sacrificing their 


several princlpjes, to confer as to what 
common action may be taken in order 
to make their common Christianity not 
only known to. but a vital force among 
the two-thirds of the human, race to 
whom as yet 11 Is hardly even a nafn.i. 
Surely every man Imbued, as every 
man should be. wth the ethical teach- 
ings of Christianity, must rejoice !n 
such an effort to combine the strength 
of all the' churches in the endeavor to 
Christianize humanity and to Chris- 
tianize it not merely In name, but In 
very fact.

practical effort to apply the teachings 
of the gospel to what the Epistle of 
Jude calls the 'common salvation.' An

"When such Is the high purpose co 


which you have dedicated yourselves. 
it Is eminently fitting that your invita- 
tion should have gone to all Christian 
churches in all lands. I am sure thcM 
will be a general and I hope a uni- 
versal response. In missionary work 
above all 
other kinds of Christian 


work, It is Imperative to remember 
that a divided Christlandom can only

imperfectly 
bear witness to the es- 


•ential unity of Christianity. I be- 
lieve that without compromise of be- 
lief, without loss of the positive good 
contained In the recognition of di\'cr- 
sities of gifts and differences of ad- 
ministration, the Christian churches 
may yet find a way to cordial co-op- 
eration and friendship as regards the 
great 
underlying 
essentials 
upon 


which, as a foundation, all Christian 
churches are built. 


Unity Will Do Much. 


• This is one of the lessons which has 
been particularly Impressed upon me 
by what I have seen of Christian work 
In Africa, both in heathen and Mo- 
hammedan lands. I believe that unity 
In a spirit of Christian brotherhood for 
such broad Christian work will tend, 
not to do away with differences of 
doctrine, but to prevent us from lay- 
Ing too much stress on these differ- 
ences of doctrine. It is written in the 
scriptures .that 'He that doeth my will 
shall know of the doctrine,' but the re- 
verse of this proposition cannot be 
found In Holy Writ. Emphasis is to 
be put upon 'doing the will.' if only 
we can make up our minds to work 
together with earnest sincerity for the 
common good, we shall find that doc- 
trinal differences In no way Interfere 
with our doing this work.

ticut) Theological seminary. 


Having determined the need of a 


body definitely commissioned to ex- 
amine into' and -co-ordinate the pos- 
sibilities for special missionary pre- 
paration, 
the 
commission proposed 


that steps should be taken by the 
World Missionary conference to create 
a permanent board of missionary study 
through the joint action of the several 
societies and boards. 


The report in part follows: 
"It Is not possible to regard every 


desire to offer for service abroad as 


: constituting In itself a call to work In 


the foreign field. In each church there 
are those on whom rests the solemn 
responsibility of deciding on the fit- 
ness of the applicant. In the strictest 
sense no vocation Is complete until tho 
moving of the 
spirit 
from within Is 


confirmed and crowned from without 
through the 
operation of the same 


spirit. No one would claim infallibility 
tor tho decisions of candidates' com-

At the seen* of th8 
wreck a low bridge spans a deep gnlly. 
As the circus train passed over the ; 
bridge three of the wagons which con- 
tained the animals struck low hanging 
girders nnd were overturned. Ths 
cars carrying the wagon cages were) 
derailed and were thrown over the em- 
bankment leading to the brldg*. 


Confusion and Terror. 


In the darkness of the early morning 


the confusion following the derailment 
of the menagerie cars -was terrifying. 
The howls of the wild animal* which 
fled In every direction mingled -with 
the cries of the Injured men. pinned un- 
der the wreckage. At the ttmo of th« 
accident the train was making better 
than twenty miles an hour on & flow* 
grade. The engineer said he thxaw on^ 
his emergency brakes when h« feltHhe 
first shock of the cars against th« 
bridge girders. His act probably raved 
many lives. 
The entire country for 


miles around Is In a state of terror.'

The First National bank of this city 


was today notified hy the comptroller 
of the currency that its request for 
restoration to its original official num- 
ber 11, had been granted, and the Fort

given once more the official number 
which properly Indicates its age. 


When the First National was char- 


tered In 1S63 it was the eleventh na- 
tional bank to be organized in the Uni- 
ted States, ana was given the number 
11. It was at the same time the first 
national bank to be organized In Indi- 
ana. 
There was originally no provi- 


sion for an extension of charter for 
the national banks, so that when its 
charter expired in 1882 it was necessa- 
ry to reorganize under the old name. 
By this time hundreds of other na- 
tional banks were in existence, and 
the reorganized bank wns given the 
number 2,701 under which It has since 
operated.

11 Rives the First National a proud 
standlnp as to nse among the national 
bnnks of the United States, the direc- 
tors on June 7 took the necessary ac- 
tion to secure the restoration of the 
old number, nnrler which the First 
National will now operate.

"The district attorney of San Fran- 


cisco has informed me tbat he does 
not purpose to interfere in the mat- 
ter. 


"The first session of the legislature 


held in this state In the year isr>0 en- 
acted a law making it a felony for two 
persons to fight each 
other upon a 


previous agreement upon a wager for 
money or any other reward. This law 
has been amended from time to time, 
hut never so as to make prize fighting 
lawful. 


"In 1803 the legislature again amend- 


ed the law relating to prize lighting. 
"While the law. as amended, permitted 
•sparring exhibitions' 
for 
a limited 


number of rounds with gloves, to be 
held by a domestic Incorporated club, 
it did not remove the ban which the 
laws of this state always have placed 
upon prize fights, and while a 'spar- 
ring exhibition' uridcr certain condi- 
tions and restrictions Is permissible 
under this net, a prize flght still re- 
mains a felony. 


"Therefore, the question arises, what 


Is a prize light and what Is a 'sparring 
exhibition?' 


"The former Is a crime, the latter Is 


lawful. 
It Is claimed by many that 


the contest soon to take place between

Is understood In 


the law. and therefore a crime under 
our statutes. 


"If this is true. It should be pre- 


vented; hut it carried out. the Inter- 
ested parties should bo punished as 
provided by law.

"In Michigan a prize fight exists 


when there is 'an expectation of re- 
ward to be gained by the contest .>r 
competition, either to be won from 
the contestant or to be otherwise re- 
warded, coupled with an intent to In- 
flict upon such contestant some de- 
gree of bodily harm.' 


"In Kansas the supreme court has 


held that 'the contest must be a light 
and that there must be an intent on 
the part of the cotnestants to do vio- 
lence to and inllict some degree of bod- 
il harm nn each other,' and the fight 
must be for some prize or rward. Oth- 
er states have made similar rulings. 


"To show that the so-called 'spar- 


ring exhibitions' held in this state un- 
der the auspices of incorporated ath- 
letic clubs have not been 'sparring ex- 
hibitions.' but prize fights. I n'oed only 
refer you to the files of our dally pa- 
pers. I will call your attention to two 
or three of the recent ones. First, the 
Moran-McCarthy tight.
